CHIPU, Fell. 22— The German steamer Pronto arrived today from Dal- 


ny, reporting the loss by the Russian- of another cruiser at Port Arthur, on 
February 12, probably the previously leported Bayarin, through 
the at- 


tempt to a\oid a mine, the &mp runmng afchorp. There'was no loss of life. 
The Pronto biought a n'imber of Japanese refugses, for whom she called at 
Poit Aithur. On the way here nothing was seen of any o* the warships-of 
Russia or Japan. Vegetables are scarce, at Port Arthur. The movement of 
Rufian troops toward the Yalu river proceeds methodically. 


London, I<eb. 22—No confirmation 


has as yet been received of me vague 
rumors current tlnd morning that the 
first serious clash on land between 
Russian and Japanese troops had oc- 
curred near the Yalu river and that 
the Russians had been repulsed with 
a lo&& of 2501 kille-1 and wounded. ThP 
rumors, as has been said, wore most 
vague, giving no actual location and 
claiming no authenticity. The reports 
are discredited in manj circles today 
inasmuch as the Japanese aro not 
thought to ha\e sulicient forces iu 
that vicinity^ to inflict suchja crush'ng 
blow on Russian arms. Again the Rus- 
sians, according to official statements 
are not prepared for such afigat at 
that point It is generally thought this 
afternoon that the reporu is premature. 
!t is true, however, that such a clash 
will doubtless occur in tbe near luture. 
Russia 
according to dispatches re- 


ceived from the scat of war, is rush- 
ing troops to the vicirity of the Yalu 
river in divisions of thousands 
and 


tens of thousands. Japan is doing hue- 
wise and the fight whea it comf>3 will 
be a decisive one, as well as one in 
which the casualties are bound to be 
terrific, on account of the great num- 
bers engaged.

, The-"Stuart head" of Washington in 
the Boston Athenreum is regarded a 
the standard portrait of the great pa 
triot. From it nearly a hundred copie. 
were made by Gilbert-Stuart himself 
while innumerable replicas of it, som 
of which pass 
now as Stuarts, 
have been paint- 
ed by lesser art- 
ists. It is also 
the source of 
the most popu- 
lar 
engravings 


of Washington 
and has been 
officially indors- 
ed by the Unit- 
ed States gov- 
ernment, -which 
uses it on the 
two cent stamp. 


This portrait 


was 
Stuart's 


third 
attempt 


to reproduce the features of his illus- 
trious patron. The first portrait -was 
painted in 1795. Stuart was so dis- 
satisfied with it that he ultimately 'de- 
stroyed it, though it was considered 
by others so excellent a likeness that 
Lord Lansdowne commissioned Stuart 
to paint him a full length portrait of 
Washington, which he took to England. 
Shortly after this Washington himself 
asked -Stuart to paint his portrait as 
well as that of Mrs. Washington. 
Stuart, driven by the press of visitors 
from his -home in Philadelphia to a 
country retreat in Germantown, trans- 
formed his barn into a painting room, 
and it was there that Washington sat 
for the so called Athcraeum portrait 
Stuart, with Washington's consent, re- 
tained the original of this picture and 
the Martha Washington head, making 
copies for Mount Vcrnon, the where- 
abouts of which are not now known. 


It was in 1704 that Mr. Stuart first 


met General Washington, and from 
that time he devoted his brush almost 
entirely to his illustrious patron. The 
number of portraits of Washington 
which he made is not known- He left 


1 a list of thirty-nine portraits which he 


i had been commissioned to paint for 
' admirers of Jlse president at borne and 
1 abroad, but be also painted five full 
Ipncrth Washington? and twenty others 


i of different sizes, the proceeds of tine 
sale of which he invested in an estate 


, in Pennsylvania. 


The originals of Washington and 


Mrs. Washington were sold after the 
artist's death to an association of gen- 
tlemen, who presc-nted them to the Bos- 
ton Athciwum in JS33. They paid 
Stuart's widow $3,500 for them. 


Gilbert Charlfs Stuart, the most emi 


nent of America's portrait painters anc 
the rival of the £T«i1est English artists 
of his day, was born in Narragansett 
U. I., in ITTifi. and died in Boston in 
JJS2S. He re-reived his first instruction 
from a Scotch arttet named Alexander 
who look him to Edinburgh when be 
was about eighteen. He subsequent!;, 
studied under Benjamin West, in whose 
family he lived for some lime. In 187! 
he jtft up as a portrait painter in Lon 
don and achieved immediate fume. He 
returned to America in 1793.

od he inscribed 
an affecting acrostic to a young lady 
of the Alexander family, Frances Alexa 
by name. 


After his" visit to the Barbados In 


1751, whither he went with his brother 
Lawrence for the latter's "health, he 
wrote to William Fauntleroy that he 
had hurried back to Virginia for the 
purpose of calling on Fauntleroy's sis- 
ter, Betty, in hopes "of obtaining a 
revocation of .her former cruel sen- 
tence." 


After his second campaign, result- 


bag in the defeat of Braddock and the 
debut of Washington as an American 
nero, he no longer had tq^ sue for 
the favor of the Virginia damsels. On 
the contrary, Lord Fairfax wrote that 
if he did not promptly put in an ap- 
pearance at Belvoir the ladies would 
go in carriages, on horse or afoot "to 
see if Washington was still, the same 
identical gent that had lately departed 
to defend his country's cause." 


In 1756 Washington spent a week in 


New York with Beverly Robinson, who 
had married Susannah Phillipse, daugh- 
ter of Frederick Phillipse, one of the 
largest landed proprietors of the colony. 
Here he met Mary Phillipse, then a 
girl of twenty-five. Short as were his 
visits, they were long enough to bring 
him to her feet. 
She declined his 


urgent proposals and two years later 
gave her heart to Lieutenant "Colonel 
Roger Morris. A curious -turn of fate 
made the Morris home Washington's 
leadquarters in 177(£ both, Morris and 
his wife being fugitive Tories. . ' 


It was in March, 1758, when Wash- 


ington was journeying to Williamsbufg 
to eonsult^physicians on the state of 
liis health, that he met Mrs. Martha 
Dandridge Custis, the relict of the 
wealthy Daniel Parke Custis. She was 
twenty-six years old, nine months 
Washington's senior and a widow of 
seven months' standing. Washington 
urged his suit to Mrs. Custis with an 
impetuosity equal to that with which 
he bad wooed Miss Phillipse and in 
January, 1759, was married to Mrs. 
Custis.

RUSSIA FAVORS NOTE. 


Washington, Feb. 22—"Russia glad- 


ly and willingly favored the sugges- 
tion of Secretary Hay that as far as 
possible the belligerents in the far 
Eastern war localize hostilities and re- 
spect Rie neutrality of China in the in- 
terest of a continuance of peaceful in- 
tercourse of the rest of the world. My 
;overnment expressed the conviction 
that Mr. Hay's suggestion was prompt- 
ed by motives of the highest humani- 
ty and was -mutually advantageous to 
the' belligerants." 


This statement was made by Count 


Cassini, the, Russian ambassador last 
night. 


"It is fortunate," said the ambassa- 


dor, "that whatever may be the feeling 
here and there in the United States 
of sympathy for Japan, the traditional 
and so far as Russia is concerned, the 


highly prized friendly relations be- 
tween the Washington and St. Peters- 
burg governments IP no way have been 
interfered with. Every mail brings to 
the embassy some fifty to one hundred 
contradictions, in the form of offers 
of assistance, medical and military, of 
ihe statement that Russia is without 
friends in this country. It is so in this 
country as In every other, that the 
wualler nation in the struggles can 
count on a certain amount of sympathy 
arising solely from the fact of its mi- 
nority, but it is a tribute to the fair- 
ness ol your government that the ofP- 
cial conduct -of your government cer- 
tainly has been ail that either belliger 
ant could expect in the preservation, of 
the strict neutrality which the Presi- 
dent directed shall be observed by the 
people. 


"Sojnumerous ha\e these offers of 


medical'and other aid become that 1 
have felt it my duty to bring them to 
the attention of my government. It is- 
possible lhat in recognition, of the 
kindly spirit of humanity and friend 
liness which is evidenced by the Amer- 
ican physicians offered their assistance 
that my government may find a way 
to accept some of them and that Amer. 
ican phvsicians a^cl nurses may aid us 
in caring for the weunded in the far 
Eastern war. I am jdaily expecting an 
answer from St. Petersburg on this 
point."

THE CITY OF LIGHT. 


Vlilludelphlu ClntuiM to Be 


Tu-nu ut M»cl>«- 


Philndclphiu now claims to he "the 


best lighted city in the United States." 
It ii> led to make this claim after huv- 
ng erected GOO new electric street 
igbts and as a result of comparison 
vith the number of street lights main- 
:ained by other cities. 
The Quaker City now maintains 


nearly 10.000 lights, or, to be exact. 
9,977. Chicago, covering a much larger 
area, now operates 4,881 ate lamps 
from its municipal plants and rents 
503 more arc lamps, which are oper- 
ated by private companies, making a 
total of 5,480 electnu street lights. In 
addition to these lights, however, Chi- 
cago has 25.000 gas lamps and 0,200 
gasoline lamps. In the absence of fig- 
uiesregaidiug Philadelphia's gas lamps 
it is not possible to make comparisons 
as to total lights of all kinds In the 
matter of arc lamps, howe\ er, it is evi- 
dent that Philadelphia is away ahead 
of Chicago. 


The history of street lighting in Phil- 


adelphia is interesting because it is a 
aistory of the development of the arc 
light. When Brush of Cleveland in- 
vented the arc light, as every one 
knows, he had a hard time convincing 
city authorities of its practicability. It 
was ridiculed by inventors and electri- 
cians and its failure predicted. After 
many unsuccessful efforts to secure its 
adoption In Philadelphia a local com- 
pany offered to light Chestnut street 
with the arc lights for a year for noth- 
ing. 
The offer was accepted in a city 


ordinance passed by the Philadelphia 
council on June 20, 1881, and the dark 
and gloomy thoroughfare was convert- 
ed into a brilliantly lighted promenade. 


This marked the beginning of a very. 


wide and rapid extension of the arc 
lighting system not only in Philadel- 
phia, but all over the Union. In Phil- 
adelphia, it is claimed, the increase of 
lights has caused a great decrease in 
crime, burglary and thievery being 
very rare. It has also effected a great 
change In house architecture, the old 
fashioned 
outside "shutters" being 


done away with and ornamented glass 
panels being placed, in front doors.— 
Chicago Record-Herald,

Steubenville, O.: Feb. 22—A work- 


man employed on the 
new bridge 


across the Ohio river, Uemg construct- 
ed by the Wabash at Mingo, was at 
work on the bridge during Saturday 
afternoon amPm some manner lost his 
footing, plunging 35 feet into the water 
below. 


William Bladon, the structural iron 


worker who fell, - happened to strike 
ihe river at a point where there was 
no ice, and plunged in like a profes- 
sional high diver. When he arose to 
the surface lie was still unconscious 
und struck out to swim to shore. 


After quite a struggle he reached 


the river bank and was immediately 
helped' out by some companions. He 
was taken to his boarding house and 
given medical treatment, and will get 
over the accident. He was pretty badly 
bruised up and the bor.es in ore foot 
were broken. 


Zanesville, O., Feb. 22—Despondent 


over domestic infelicity which caused 
his wife to apply for a divorce recent- 
ly, Elxa Lewis, a miner, of Crooksville 
made what undoubtedly will prove a 
by shooting himself through the stom- 
by shooting himsel fthrough the stom- 
ach at 10 o'clock Saturday morning. 


Lewis had just been refused admit- 


tance to the home of his father-in-law, 
Isaiah Pettit, who lives at the edge oi 
Crooksville. He expected to have a. 
talk with his wife who has been living 
al her fathers' home since their separ- 
ation. Admittance was refused. Lewis 
turned from the door and went to the 
lear of the house. He whipped out a 
revolver and placed the end ot tbe car- 
rel against the left side just below the 
ribs. 
Then he pulled the trigger. 


Now Lewfs is on his deathbed in 


the home of his father-in-law. His 
wife, who seeks a uivorce, is minister- 
ing to the injured man. If he recov- 
ers, which is not thought likely, a re- 
conciliation and a withdrawal of the 
divorce proceedings may follow. 


It is said that Lewis' wife and her 


parents are very much affected over 
his attempt at self destruction. They 
feel that they are to blame in a meas 
ure. Had they opened the door to ad- 
mit him for a talk with his wife, the 
shooting, perhaps, would have been 
averted.

warrant was sworn cut in Probate 
court Saturday against Benjamin O. 
Warner by His three, brothers, Samuel, 
Van M. and Elijah Warner. 


Warner, who is about C5 years old, 


has lived in a litlle hut on his farm 
a'bout one mile northwest'of Arlington, 
for years. He owns 88 acres of re- 
markably good farm-land there, selling 
12 acres a few years ago for ?285 per 
acre. Warner 
"was at one time a 


school teacher and had an excellent 
education. He never married, but a 
number of years ago settled near Ar-

"Warner bas not had a hair cut or 


shave for several years. Friday after- 
noon he was visited by Dr. Norris, who 
found him sitting alone in his litHe hut 
beside a red hot stove.

Pumped Direct From Creek 


To Water Hains. 


In Accordance With Resolution of Health Board 


Mayor Recommends That Water be Boiled Till 


Arrangements Are' Made to Have It Filtered 


At the Pumping Station.

State Bacteriologist Horton of Co- 


lumbus, a few days ago after exam- 
ining a sample of the Ne»vark city 
water reported to the board of health 
that while it was usable it had some 
undesirable features and the hoard of 
health recommended that it be boiled. 
The board appointed a committee to 
examine the source of supply and 
that committee 
Saturday 
evening 


made the following report to Mayor 
Crilly, who is president of the hoard 
of health: 


"We, a committee appointed by the 


board of health to inquire into the 
condition, of the source of onr city 
v. ater supply, do ?tate that the water 
used by the city of Newark is de- 
rived from the north fork of the Lift- 
ing river directly. There is no filtra- 
tion used except after heavy 
rains 


or floods when the water is muddy, 
and then only to separate the nruddy 
particles so as to make the water 
clear. 


"The supply of water sent to State 


Bacteriologist Horton was taken from 
a.hydrant in general use, but before 
taking the sample we allowed consid- 
erable water to flow and hems after 


rain it, according to their 
own 


statement, had been filtered and we 
consider the sample of water a fair 
test of vhat the people are generally 
using. We would recommend that .all 
drinking water be boiled before using- 
until such water company shall giro 
filtered water." {Signed) Henry Day, 
health officer; "Daniel Gormley/sani- 
tary policeman. 


Tho general impression 
has be?n 


that the water supply comes from .two 
or more wells situated near the north 
fork of the Lickins river, north of 
the city 


Mayor Crilly said Monday morning 


that he did not think it was necessary 
to call a special meeting of the Board 
of Health, immediately, but as the next 
regular meeting will not be held until 
March 7, it is probable that a special 
meeting will be called sometime before 
that date. 


"An examination of the franchise un- 


der which the water works company 
has been, and at present is. operating, 
will show that it is constantly being 
violated," continued the Mayor, as he 
turned to section two of the ordinance 
granting the franchise, found ia the 
last volume of the Revised Ordinances, 
which reads as follows: 


"The water supply for such water 


works shall be taken from the Burk- 
ham spring, or such other source as 
may be approved by the city council. 
* * * the entire supply to be clear 
water suitable for culinary and drink- 
ing purposes, and not detrimental to 
the health of those who use it" 


"Now this ordinance is being violat- 


ed, as far as this section is concerned 
and has been for years, by the water 
•works company."' said Mayor Crilly. 


"There has not been a time when 


the Burkham spring supplied the wat- 
er, and there is no record tbat the 
council ever 
approved any other 


source. So that in this particular the 
rection has been violated- Then again 
the provision tbat tbe water mast be 
clear, and net detrimental lo the health 
vl those who use it, 5s net lived wp to 
by the company as the analysis of the 
state chemist shows that it 5s detri- 
mental to health. 
, 


"Tbe water is allowed lo flow into 


tbe wells iJiroctly *rom the creeX 
and is lliro pnmj>ed into the mains, 
without any process of fiHralion ex- 
cept when it is mn^dy. Thic pumping 
is dene daring the day and if the con- 
sumption }•; less than what i« pumped, 
the surplus backs np tho maim into 
Jhe reservoir, so that at night during 
ihe hours the pumps are not -working 
tbe city has gravity pressure, and tben 
only. 


"Now the city of Newark is facin? a 


situation which needs prompt atten 


tion. It is not dangerous at present, 
but may become so at any moment It 
is better to take precautionary meas- 
ures than remedial. Better look to it, 
that typhoid fever dees not get a" foot- 
hold in a community, than to use dras- 
tic measures to stamp out an epidemic. 
It was Avith this thought in mind .that 
the board of health ordered all drlnK- 
ing water boiled, and this order ;has 
been supplemented by the report _ of 
Health Officer Dr. Henry Day, a con- 
servative physician, and in no sense an 
aiannist, who likewise 
recommends 


;hat all water for drinking purposes be 
boiled. 


"The typhoid bacillus is a cell, the 


lowest form of life, which propagates 
itself by division. It is not necessary 
lhat the bacilli of typhoid be numerous 
when taken into the system, to cause 
danger. Each bacillus that is taken in- • 
lo the system and finds^ lodgment in a 
'culture',will mulitply into millions by 
the simple process of dividing.itself, 
each division being a perfect cell. A 
'culture' is a term which merely means 
a place where conditions a-'e favorable 
for the development of any form of 
life. 


"fn view of this fact it can readilf 


be seen from the analysis of CKemist 
Horton, that the water of Newark is 
now a menace tc *ihe health of the 
city.
